This auction is automated and takes place solely online through our website 
www.adams.ie 


During this period of open bidding you will be able to see the current win- 
ning bid on each lot. You may place a higher maximum bid of your choice 
and the bidding will automatically increase by the next increment. 


If your maximum bid is several increments higher than the current bid, the 
bidding will still only increase by one increment until there is a competing 
bid in which case the system will move up one increment higher in your 
favour. This process will

**The system is designed to give the buyer the best chance of winning their

When John Rogers opened Gallery 29 in November 2004 it introduced an 
entirely new aspect to the Dublin art market. Sure, there were poster shops 
around the city, but none with the fastidious scholarship or sheer quality that 
was the hallmark of John’s approach. 


Gallery 29 was discreet and elegant, there was nothing obviously commer- 
cial about Johns approach. A visitor to the gallery might feel he was being 
granted an opportunity to view Johns private collection rather than visiting 
a shop. 


As Joe Christle recalled in his eulogy at John’s funeral: ‘He had a some- 
what peculiar sales technique. I remember going in and choosing a poster 
I wished to buy. John’s mouth turned down, his eyebrows shot up. “No, No, 
that is not for sale. I like that one myself, choose another one for yourself? 


John had both Batchelor's and Master's degrees in Art History, gained in Savan- 
nah, Georgia and Tufts University, Boston. He had worked in Christies, learning 
the fine art trade from the ground up. As a young man he had done deep research 
for Desmond Fitzgerald, The Knight of Glin, Christies representative in Ireland 
and an excellent tutor. 


John had a moment of epiphany some six years previously, when he had bought 
his first vintage poster and become aware of the scale of possibility that this arena 
presented. The World Wide Web was still then in its infancy as a sales tool and 
John embraced the possibilities, searching the globe as he laid the foundations 

of his collection. He was always ’savvy, quick to spot top quality and good value, 
qualities absolutely befitting someone with the inherited skills of several genera- 
tions of Irish horse-dealing blood in his veins. 


So Gallery 29 was launched on solid foundations. Working there was, remembers 
Poppy Lloyd, 'always fun, never dry. John had a fantastic eye and could instantly 
spot anything iffy. He loved the frequent humour of poster art, yet had a deep 
appreciation of the artistry and craftsmanship involved. 


‘Every day's work in Gallery 29 was a day of fun and delight in Johns collection. 
You couldnt help but share his enthusiasm. We would have red letter days when 
it suddenly seemed to us that it would be a good idea to re-hang the entire gal- 
lery, not for any particular reason, just for the hell of it! recalls Poppy. 


John was an autodidact of some scale. History and peculiar lines of philosophy 
were of great fascination to him.To quote again from Joe Christles eulogy - John 
had very many friends, every one of whom has a “John story”, and in each of 
those stories you could not substitute John with anyone else: 

Here, captured in this catalogue, is a significant "John story" - the story ofa 
grand obsession, a collection formed with love, scholarship and pure joy.

DEFINITIONS

Auctioneer - James Adam and Sons trading as Adam's.

- In the opinion of the Auctioneer a work of the period of 
the artist and which may be in whole or in part the work of 
the artist. 

The surname only of the artist - In the opinion of the Auc- 
tioneer a work of the school or by one of the followers of 
the artist or in his style.

(c) To resell the Lot or cause it to be resold whether by 
public auction or private sale. In the event that there is a 
deficiency between the Total Amount Due by the buyer 
and the amount received by the Auctioneer on such 
resale after deduction of any necessary expenses the 
difference shall be paid to the Auctioneer by the buyer. 
Any surplus arising shall belong to the seller; 


(d) To store (whether at the Auctioneer's premises or 
elsewhere) and insure the purchased Lot at the expense 
of the buyer; 


(e) To charge interest on the Total Amount Due at the rate 
of 296 over and above the base rate from time to time of 
Bank of Ireland or if there be no such rate, the nearest 
equivalent thereto as determined by the Auctioneer in its 
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absolute discretion from the date on which payment is due 
hereunder to the date of actual payment; 


(f) To retain that Lot or any other Lot purchased by the buyer 
whether 

at the same or any other auction and release same to the buyer 
only after payment to the Auctioneer of the Total Amount Due; 


(g) To apply any sums which the Auctioneer received in respect 
of Lots being sold by the buyer towards settlement of the Total 
Amount Due. 


(h) To exercise a lien on any property of the buyer in the posses- 
sion of the Auctioneer or whatever reason. 


Liability of Auctioneer and Seller 

19. Prior to auction ample opportunity is given for the inspec- 
tion of the Lots on sale and each buyer by making a bid ac- 
knowledges that he has, by exercising and relying on his own 
judgment, satisfied himself as to the physical condition, age and 
Catalogue description of each Lot (including but not restricted to 
whether the Lot is damaged or has been repaired or restored). 
All Lots are sold with all faults and imperfections and errors of 
description. None of the seller, the Auctioneer nor any of their 
employees, servants or agents shall be responsible for any er- 
ror of description or for the condition or authenticity of any Lot. 
No warranty whatsoever is given by the seller or Auctioneer 
or by any of their employees, servants or agents in respect of 
any Lot and any condition or warranty express, or implied by 
statute or otherwise is hereby specifically excluded.Forgeries 
20. Any amount paid by a buyer in respect of a Lot which, if it is 
proved within three (3) years of the date of the auction at which 
it was purchased, to have been a Forgery shall be refunded to 
the seller subject to the provisions hereof, provided that: 


(a) The Lot has been returned by the buyer to the Auctioneer 
within three (3) years of the date of the auction in the same 
condition in which it was at the time of the auction together with 
evidence proving that it is a Forgery, the number of the Lot and 
the date of the auction at which it was purchased; 


(b) The Auctioneer is satisfied that the Lot is a Forgery and that 
the buyer has and is able to transfer good and marketable title 
to the Lot free from any third party claims; 


FURTHER PROVIDED THAT the buyer shall have no rights 
hereunder if: 

(i) The description of the Lot in the Catalogue at the time of the 
auction was in accordance with the then generally accepted 
opinion of scholars or experts or fairly indicated that there was 
a conflict of such opinion; 


(ii) The only method of establishing at the time of the auction in 
question that the Lot was a Forgery would have been by means 
of scientific processes which were not generally accepted for 
use until after the date of the auction or which were unreason- 
ably expensive or impractical. 


The buyer's sole entitlement under this condition is to a refund 
of the actual amount paid by him in respect of the Lot. Under 
no circumstances shall the Auctioneer be liable for any damage, 
loss (including consequential, indirect or economic loss) or 
expense suffered or incurred by the buyer by reason of the Lot 
being a Forgery. 


The benefit of this condition shall be solely and exclusively for 
the buyer and shall not be assignable. The buyer shall for the 

purpose of this condition be the person to whom the original 

invoice in respect of the sale of the Lot is made. 


Photographs 

21. The buyer authorises the Auctioneer at any time to make 
use of any photographs or illustrations of the Lot purchased by 
the buyer for such purposes as the Auctioneer may require. 


22. New VAT Regulations 


22a) All lots are sold within the Auctioneer's VAT margin scheme. 
Revenue Regulations require that the buyers premium must 

be invoiced at a rate which is inclusive of VAT. This VAT is not 
recoverable by any VAT registered buyer.
